The  Northern  Alberta  Institute  of  Technology  has  a  major  role  to  fill  in  meeting  the 
challenges  presented  to  us  by  technological  change.  When  changes  of  a  technical  nature 
are  understood  and  adequate  plans  are  made  in  advance  for  their  implementation,  the 
less  desirable  effects  can  be  minimized.  You  are  being  provided  with  the  opportunity 
to  understand  and  appreciate  the  applications  of  theory  as  it  is  applied  in  modern  in- 
dustry and  business  and,  as  a  consequence,  upon  graduation  will  be  in  the  happy  posi- 
tion of  readily  finding  successful  and  useful  employment. Moreover,  you  will  find  adjust- 
ment to  continuing  change  reasonably  possible  during  your  career. 

It  is  our  hope  and  expectation  that  you  are  making  the  most  of  the  excellent 
opportunities  being  provided,  and  our  wish  that  you  have  every  success  in  your  future 
career. 
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I  think  it  is  most  appropriate thatthis  year's  issue  of  the  Northern  Torch  has  the  theme  Centennial  Plus  One. 
This  indicates  that  we  are  not  letting  down  after  our  Centennial  Year,  but  going  on.  We  are  still  trying  to 
assess  the  full  impact  of  our  Centennial  Year,  perhaps  it  will  be  years  before  the  full  story  is  known;  per-

Don't  let  your  control  become 
the  production  bottleneck.  Don't  let  anyone  do  a  better  job  than  you  are  capable  of  doing  in  Centennial 
Plus  One.
